Sjaelland. His parishioners liked his 
pelitical principles as well as his ser- 
mons, and sent him, gome years ago, 
to represent them in parliament. 

Most wonderfu) of all, perhaps, is 
“he career of the new minister of agri- 
culture Poul Christensen. His occupa- 
tion as a “small huebandman” is it- 
eelf an outgrowth of a radical pro- 
gram. This movement consists in the 
carving up of large estates into small 
plots of land from half an acre to s8ev- 
éral acres in gextent, which are sold, by 
ald of a govePmment loan, to men who 
would otherwise be servants on the 
large estates. Mr. Christensen ie one 
of these smal)] farmers. At one time 
he eked out his meager living by carv- 
ing and selling wooden shoes. 

In 1890 Mr. Christensen’s fellow- 
farmers discovered that he could “talk 
like a clergyman.” They ‘elected him 
to parliament where hé has since lab- 
ored for the radical cause, returning, 
hcwever, on Sundays to his little farm. 

I made the long pilgrimage on a 
cycle out to Christensen’s. It is far 
from the railroad, in a district called 
“The Wilderness.” It took many in- 
quiries and many muddy turns to 
find the farm. The peasants, of whom 
I inquired the way, all wore wooden 
shoes, and all talked an impossible 
dialect. I found they were proud of 
“Our Poul,” though some of them had 
not yet heard that he was a member 
of the cabinet. . 

“Poul Christens,” said one old far- 
mer, “do I know where Poul Chris- 
tens lives? Why, he is our member of 
parliament. He made the wooden 
shoes I’m standing in.” 

The rapidity with which the politi- 
cal complexion of Denmark changes 
is a cause of great joy to the work- 
ing-man. Until 1849 Denmark was 
an adsolute monarchy, as bureaucrat- 
ic as Russia. In that year she se- 
cureg a constitution and a  pariia- 
ment of two houses. In 1866, the 
farmers obtained and held an Over- 
whelming liberal majority in the low- 
er house. But the government did 
not become parliamentary. A clause 
in the constitution enabled the king 
to make provisional laws the day 
after parliament adjourned. In this 
way the conservatives kept the reins 
of government until 1901, when the 
king was forced to accede to the for- 
mation of a liberal ministry, from 
what may be described as the central 
rather than the extreme left. 


Radical Ministry. 

Now, after eight years of experi- 
ments with liberal governments, Den- 
mark has a cabinet selected from tho 
group next to the  social-democrats 
on the extreme left. In itself the 
radical party is a minority and its 
government thus “unparliamentary,” 
The present distribution of the 114 
members of the lower house, from 
right to left, is conservatives, 21; 
moderates, 38; reform left, 27; radi-

they have a majority of parliament. 
The Danish socialists are, for al] that, 
more practical than their German 
brothers, and they are willing to as- 
Sist the radical government in car- 
rying out practical, if, in their eyes, 
too moderate measures of reform. 

The present ministry is opposed to 
militarism. They think the neutrality 
of Denmark can best be preserved by 
at least a partial disarmament. Co- 
penhagen should be @n open port. If 
there is to be any extravagant expen- 
diture it should be in the direction of 
schools and libraries. They seek to 
cut up the large estates into Smal] 
holdings. They advocate a progres- 
Sive inheritance tax—in fact, meas- 
ures Of all kinds which will tend to 
cn every citizen an equal opportu. 

A visit to the Danish parliame 
gives a foreigner a vivid laveraaeinn 
of the democratic nature of this body 
It is not unusual to see two or three 
members from the country taking 
their seats without collars, in jersey 
or sweater. ‘

But the local fans are, of course, 
more interested in just what kind of 
a chance the 1910 Crackers will have 
for the bunting again than they are 
in any one thing else, and I will en- 
deavor in my humble way to tell you 
just what I think are their chances;

There is class to that line-up and 
there is no other team in the South- 
ern League that can outclass that as 
a prospective line-up for the coming 
season.

All this works out 
very well on paper. Now, it remains 
to be seen how it can be put into prac- 
ticable shape.

FRANCE RAVAGED. 


BY GREAT FLOOD 


Seine Is Bank-Full and 
Is Debris-Laden. 


mmense Damage Is Reported 
in the Suburban Towns---The 
Troops and Firemen Are Call- 
ed Out to Aid in the Work of 


Rescue.

Paris, January 22.—The flood of the 
Seine threatens to assume the propor- 
tions of a catastrophe. The water at 
o'clock had risen a foot since morn- 
ing. The foundation of many build- 
ings and notably the Eiffel Tower, 
have been, infiltrated and the struc- 
tures are in danger of collapsing. 

Half of tue surface and subway and 
transportation lines have been render- 
ed inoperative. 

The Seine is debris-laden, and its 
yellow torrents are almost flush with 
its banks. Cellarsalong the quarys are 
full of water, and there’ will be a 
heavy loss in wines and other ware- 
house goods. 

In the eastern provines ‘the streets 
of many cities and villages are flooded. 

The Rhone and the Marne are re- 
ported as apparently having reached 
their maximum flood. 

Immense Damage Heported. 

Immense damage is reported from 
the suburban towns along the Seine, 
like®Charenton, Billansourt, Argenteuil, 
Acnieres, Sevres and Meudon. 

Troops and firemen everywhere 
were called out today to aid in rescue. 
The cabinet will ask parliament, on 
Monday, to appropriate $400,000 for 
the relief of the flood sufferers. 

Thousands of rats are escaping from 
the sewers here, indicating that the 
waters are inundating the entire laby- 
rinth beneath Paris. 

Railroad, telegraph and _ telephone 
communication is interrupted through- 
out France today by the floods. Many 
bridges have been swept away and ca- 
nal traffic has been abandoned. 

The streets in scores of cities and 
villages are under water. Lilli, Chal- 
ons and Troyes suff °-d most. The 
waters of the Rhone and the Marne, 
with the tributaries, were reported at 
a standstill today. The _ situation in 
Paris, however, promises to be worse 
than yesterdzy, as the Séine contin- 
ues to rise rapidly. It ig expected that 
the river will reach its maximum flood 
tomorrow. There are 61 feet of water in 
the subway between the Place de la 
Concordée and Passage de la Trinite. A 
portion of the Boulevard of St. Ger- 
main, above the subway, has caved 
in. Hundreds of factories have been 
inundated. | :

GREAT WORK DONE

Washington, January 22.—Signs of 
the approaching completion of the 
Panama canal are manifested in the 
summary of the work done on that 
great project last year. During the 
year more than 35,000,000 cubic yards 
of material were removed, 2,000,000 
less than the record for 1908. The 
reason for this decrease is that the 
field of operations in dry excavation 
has been narrowed by the completion 
of the work in certain sections. while 
in the wet excavations the work has 
become more difficult, owing to the 
depth obtained by the dredges.

POLICY IS OUTLINED 
FOR THE WATERWAYS 


The National Commission Has 
Drawn Its Report to — 
Congress. 


Washington, January 22.—-Recom- 
mendations as to a general federal 
policy toward the improvement of 
rivers, harbors and canals, based upon 
investigations that have been conduct- 
ed in this and foreign countries for 
two years, will be made to congress 
on Monday by the United States Na- 
tienal Waterways Commission. @ 

The one important question upon 
which the commission split, it is un- 
derstood, was as to whether there 
should be federal control over rates 
on railroads competing with trans- 
portation lines on inland waterways. 

Some commissioners contended that 
the interstate commerce commission 
should be given power to fix a mini- 
mum rate to be charged by the parallel 
railroads in cases where it was evident 
that the rail rates were reduced to 
draw business away from the water 
routes. Others opposed such legisla- 
tion. 

Upon the final vote, it is understood, 
the large majority of the commission 
members favored laws to give added 
power to the interstate commerce com- 
mission.

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HOME RULE IS COMING, 
SAYS JOHN REDMOND 


Ireland Will Get Fair Treat- 
ment From the Liberal 
Ministry. 


Dublin, January 22.—Speaking last 
night at Rathmines, a suburb of this 
city, John Redmond said that recently 
there had been a deal of nonsense in 
the newspapers to the affect that Pre- 
mier Asquith had modified the pledge he 
had given to Ireland concerging home 
rule for Ireland. 

“Perhaps Mr. Asquith is not as en- 
enthusiastic or extreme home ruler &s 
I should like, but he is perfectly candid 
in everything he has said, and it was 
not a modification but a reiteration of 
his pledge. " 

“He says he will be free in the com- 
ing parliament, as he was not fn the 
last parliament, to support a measure 
giving full self-government in purely 
Irish affairs to Ireland, subject to the 
maintenance of the supremacy of the 
imperial parliament. We in Ireland 
are not such fools or imbeciles as to 
ask Mr. Asquith and the liberal party 
to introduce a home rule bill before 
they have dealt with the veto of the 
house of lords. When that great ob- 
Stacle is removed there is no fear for 
the future of the Irigh question. Abol- 
ish or limit the lords’ veto and I would 
like to see a liberal party, and I care 
not what its majority, that would dare 
to deny to Irishmen their right to home 
rule. With that veto gone the first 
friendly house of commogs elected 
would carry home rule.” 


DATE FOR HEARINGS a 
ON COTTON FUTURES 


Washington, January 22.—Hearings 
upon the half dozen or more bills in- 
troduced in the house dealing with the 
subject of cotton futures and other 
options, most of them prohibiting 
gambling in futures, will be held by 
the house committee on agriculture, 
beginning February 9. 

Bills on the subject have been in- 
troduced by several Texas members, 
and also by Representative Scott, of 
Kansas, chairman of the committee.

Later on 
cemes the masterpiece of “Free Treat- 
ment,” and then the stake poles are 
pulled, the saddle girth tightened, and 
the conctrn canters away to new and 
greener pastures, or changes name. 

I believe in advertising; I do not be- 
lieve in false advertising, and I firmly 
believe that those who come to me and 
receive “square” business dealings and 
conscientious service will be my best 
advertisers. 


I have proven the results of this be- 
lief and have bulit up an office practice 
in Atlanta far ahead of any, and I be- 
lieve of all combined® But I have done 
this by nat having any fake schemes 
to pull the public’s purse strings. 

If the public will watch the results 
of medical advertising in Atlanta they 
will see that I am correct.

But E had something to say last week 
about the past results of my work, and 
I want to. go into this a litth more 
fully. 

Some men seem to think, and, indeed 
many Doctors can't get it out of their 
skull-cap that gvery case of stricture 
must-be cut or dilated and a whole lot 
of gouging done in order to relieve or 
cure.

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him so much pain and distress as to 
make life simply miserable, and,. in 
fact, for weeks he had been growing 
steadily worse.

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SOON TO PAY UF 


; OLD SCHOOL FUND 


1909 Fund May Be Closed 
Up Next Week. 


Governor Brown Will Begin 
Payments on’ 1910 School 
Fund Early in February--Best 
Record Ever Made in Paying 
the Teachers. 


Upon his return to the city next 
week, Governor Brown will take steps 
co clear up the 1909 school fund. 

He expects to pay out, within the 
next few days, approximately $200,000 
of last year’s school money, and the 
rest, about $180,000, will be available 
to the counties to which it belongs 
whenever they want it. 

This $10,000. represents on aggre- 
gate of balances which a number of 
counties have to their credit. By dint 
of enterprise and thrift .they have 
gotten ahead on the school fund, and 
have accumulated balances in the 
state treasury which are held subject 
to their orders‘and pnayable upon de- 
mand. . 

So that with the payment of the 
$200,000, all of the 1909 schoo! fund 
that is at present needed to meet the 
claims of the teachers, will have been 
sent out from the treasury. 

Following that, some time early in 
February, or possibly the middle of 
the month, Governor Brown will begin 
to make payments from the _ 1910 
schoo! fund.

Walsh, the convicted bankers.

Before the Georgia supreme court 
was relieved by the establishment of 
the state court of appeals, it had on 
its dockets annually a total of about 
900 cases, and the number was con- 
stantly growing. This gave each of 
the six justices 150 cases a year to 
ir.vestigate, and in which to prepare 
the opinions of the court, 

When the court of appeals was es- 
tablished .the annual number of cases 
brought to the supreme court was cut 
down to 600 or less, but this has been 
growing from year to year, until now 
it is about 700.° So it will appear that 
each justice now has about 115 cases 
to investigate and to prepare opinions 
in each year. 

So in the course of fifteen years’ 
service a justice: of the Georgia su- 
will prepare opinions in 
'more than 1,700 cases, as matters now 
stand. But this number is‘all the time 
increasing on account of growing liti- 
gation, and it is becoming apparent 
that It will net be long before further 
relief for the supreme court will be 
necessary to enable it to give ade- 
quate and proper attention to the mat- 
ters brought before it. 

Another point to which attention is 
called in this connection is that the 
jurisdiction of the supreme court of 
the United Sttaes is far more limited 
than that of the supreme court of the 
state: as a result of which the field of 
investigation, is more limited, and a 
less amount of research Is required. 

There is quite a difference in any 
event in writing opinions in 26 cases 
and 115 cases, and, although in some 
instances the Georgia justices have 
only headnotes to prepare, just as 
mtch investigation is required as if 
opinions were written in all of them.

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GOVERNMENT AND FOREIGN 
RELATIONS 
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By Colonel William L. Scruggs. 

The government of China is a sin- 
gular monument of antiquity and 
stolid conservatism. We cannot trace 
its origin any. more than we can the 
origin of the people themselves. All 
that we know is that it is the oldmst 
in the world by many centuries, When 
the Medo-Persian empire arose, that 
of China was already old. When 
Palestine and Syria became Roman 
provinces, the Chinese empire was 
very much as we see it today, and as 
it had been for centuries before. 

What is the secret of this unparal- 
leled civic longevity? Various rca- 
sons for it have been alleged: among 
others, its government by moral 
agency in preference to physical 
force; the selection of the wisest and 
ablest men for the public service; the 
recognized constitutional right of the 
people to peaceably depose a s0v- 
ereign who either from active wick- 
edness, gross ignorance or vicious in- 
dolence gives just cause for popular 
complaint; the system of competitive 
examinations of candidates for public 
office; the total absence of what we 
know as “politics” and “bossism.”’ 
And to these I would add yet another, 
perhaps the most important of all, 
namely, the singular homogenity of 
the people; for with the possible ex- 
ception of Japan (which In remoce an- 
tiquity was doubtless an outlying 
province of the empire), China is the 
only country in the world without a 
mixed population. 

The government of China is some- 
times described as “patriarchal in 
form and despotic in execution.” It 
is that, but it is also semething more, 
It would, I think, be more accurately 
designated as an autocratic hierarchy 
based on an odd species of democracy, 
for whilst the administration is es- 
sentially despotic, I know of no coun? 
try on earth where public opinion is 
more potent, and no government that 
is more sensitive to popular senti- 
ment. 


Be 

The emperor is absolute in his 
sphere, the viceroy is absolute in his, 
andthe district taotaiin his; but each 
sphere of civic power is wel! defined, 
and the tenure of office Is neither 
hereditary nor unconditional. Vir- 
tually, but indirectly, the people rule. 
Not even the emp@ror has any hered- 
itary right to rule. His tenure of office 
is made contingent upon his 
ability to rule “wisely and well.’ 
And this implies that he must govern 
“according to ancient usage, and the 
precepts laid down in the sacred 
books and in the ancient penal code.” 
If he disregards or violates these, or 
betrays ignorance of them, he may 
be peacefully deposed and another in- 
stalled in his place. And the same is 
true of every public officer in the em- 
pire, from the. viceroy or governor 
general of the province down to the 
humblest constable or tai-pu. 

The penal code ts itself a monument 
of antiquity. It is a printed volume as 
large as the revised statutes of the 
United States and is sold at a price 
within the reach of the humbliest 
coolfe: consequently the masses are 
nmiore or less familiar with its con- 
tents. It was" first compiled nearly 
5600 years ago, and has undergone | 
very few changes since. It made 
up mainly of rules, precedents, max- 
ims and admonitions, many of which 
are said to be as old as the Hebrew 
Decalogue; and some of them bear 1

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striking analogy to those in the body 
of the old Mosaic law. 

In his legislative and administra- 
tive duties the emperor is -assisted, 
or rather directed, by two great coun- 
cils of state, the members of which 
are chosen from among the ablest and 
rnost emirent of the Literati and 
hold their positions during life or good 
behavior. One of ‘these, known ms 
the “Inner Council” or cabinet prop- 
er, bears some analogy to the ancient 
privy council of England. It is ‘made 
up of six high mandarins and ten as- 
sistants—all carefully selected from 
among the most eminent and experi 
enced members of the Literati. The 
other, known as the “Outer Council,” 
is very much larger in numbers, and 
is supposed to represent the masses. 
It is made up of the most popular and 
influential mandarins from each of 
the eighteen provinces. 

In addition to these two national 
councils, there are six administrative 
departments or Yamens, each having 
charge of some special branch of the 
public service; and over these, as also 
over the two Grand Councils, is a 
censorate or high court of inspec- 
tian, which overlooks and supervises 
the administration of public affairs, 
and takes cognizance of all alleged 
irregularities and official defections. 
It has the power of suspension from 
office, and its recommendations are 
usually respected, even though they 
may involve the deposition of the em- 
peror himself. 

In each of the elghteen provinces 
is an imperial] delegate or viceroy 
(sometimes called the governor gen- 
eral), who, besides being at the head 
of the civil jurisdiction, is usually 
(though not alway's) invested with 
the chief command of the provincial 
military forces. He possesses the pow- 
er to pronounce ‘the sentence of death 
for certain offenses, and is privileged 
to correspond directly with the Inner 
Council at Pekin. His appointment 
is based on his supposed learning and 
ability, and his record as an efficient 
public officer. But he must have 
been originally from the ranks of the 
people, and have passed all competli- 
tive examinations as a successful stu- 
dent. 

Each of the provinces is subdivided 
into districts, departments and cir- 
cuits corresponding somewhat to our 
counties and senatorial and congres- 
sional] districts. Six districts consti- 
tute a department, each ruled over 


by a prefect. Three departments con- 
stitute a circuit, which is 
over by an intendant or taotai. The

In the rear of these, mounted on Tar- 
tar ponies, are two trusty servants of 
the taotal’s householé* Then usually 
follows a gaping multitude attracted 
by the gorgeous wegeant. If the pro- 
cession meets another of equal rank, 
they pass each other without cere- 
mony; if of unequal rank, the chair 
of,the inferior is carried to one side 
and remains Stationary until the other 
passes. 

By provision of treaty, resident 
consuls rank ‘with the taotai. They 
meet him on terms of equality; neither 
can ciaim or accept precedence of the 
other. The official intercourse, as will 
be readily seen, involves much formal! 
ceremony and great expense, and is 
sometimes a source. of anxiety end 
financial embarrassment to our un- 
derpaid consuls. For. although they 
represent the wealthiest nation on 
earth, they are the poorest paid, and 
their tenure of office the most uncer- 
tain. Unless the consul happens to 
have a private income in addition to 
his official salary, he is often at his 
wits’ end to maintain the dignity of 
his position; and if he falls short of 
this, his own countrymen are the first 
to complain, although they are gen- 
erally the last to recommend an in- 
crease of hi8 salary. Under our nig-

any civilized code of ethics. Stlil less 
could the forced cession of part of the 


very | Uhinese domain be justified as com- 


pensation for a war that China had 
vainly tried to avoid. But it resulted 
in opening the Great empire to the 
markets of the world, and we wanted 
a share of that rich and profitable 
trade. , 

To this end, Mr. Cushing was in- 
vested with almost discretionary pow- 
ers. He was instructed to assure the 
emperor of our “sincere sympathy 
and friendship;” to Say to him that 
the United States was not in sympa- 
thy with England’s aggressive  atti- 
tude; that we wanted no lands or out- 
lying i8lands; that we wanted only 
a treaty of amity and commerce, such 
aS would place us om an equal footing, 
commercially, with other nations. 

The treaty which Mf. Cushing ne- 
gotiated was a most extraordinary 
one; nothing quite like it had been 
Known in the annals of our diplomacy. 
It assumed that international law 
was applicable only to Christian na- 
tions; that Pagan and Mohammedan 
powers were wholly beyond its pale, 
and could not therefore be dealt with 
as equals. Hence it granted to Amer- 
ican citizens in China the right of 
“ex-territorial privileges;” that is to 
say, American citizens in China were 
to be independent of Chinese law. 
They were to be amenable only to the 
laws of their own country, and tried 
only by American magistrates: while 
Chinese subjects in the United States 
were amenable to our laws, and must 
be tried by our courts. 

very cause of dispute arising in 
China in which an American citizen 
should be made defendant was to be 
adjudicated by a resident American 
magistrate, and according to Amer- 
ican law. Every case in which an 
American citizen should be plaintiff 
was to be tried by a “mixed tribunal,” 
composed of an equal number of 
American and Chinese officials of sim- 
ilar or equal rank, and preside@ over 
by the resident American consul. 

The treaty contained the customary 
“most favored nation” clause, where- 
by if at any time in the future addi- 
tional privileges should be granted 
to the citizens or subjects of any oth- 
er nation, the same or similar priv- 
ileges should*at once become the right 
of American citizens. 

seventeen years after this, England 
again mede war upon  China—this 
time with France as an ally... They 
bombarded other Chinese ports, open- 
ed them tv trade, and forced new con- 
cessions. The United States had been 
invited to join in this iniquitous cru- 
sade, and had declined. But when the 
war was over we again appeared on 
the scene and asked for additional 
privileges. A new treaty was yegoti- 
ated whereby American citizens in 
China and Chinese subjects in Amer- 
ica were guaranteed “full right of 
domicile, immunity from ingult, and 
freedom to follow their peaceful avo- 
cations.’ But the extra-territorial fea- 
ture of the former treaty was re- 
tained. 

Events soon followed 
justify the claim that 
observed this compact. Indeed. I do 
lot remember that we were ever im- 
molest enough to make such a claim. 
Some Chinese laborers had been mal- 
treated by the “hoodlum” element on 
the Pacific coast. The Chinese min- 
ister complained to the authorities at 
Washington, asking redress. He was 
told to apply to the government sof the 
state in which the eutrages occurred: 
that the United St@tes government 
had no power to interfere in the 
premises! The minister replied  tirat 
China had no treaty with any one of 
the particular states. and 4id not 
know them diplomatically That 
ended the discussion.

The Chinese government was a little 
slow to see the consistency of Such a 
proposition; so in 1881-82, the first so- 
called “exc'usion act” Was passed by 
congress. It provided that from and 
after ninety days after the date of its 
approval all Chinese emigration to} 
netebuniry should be susvended for | 
the term of ten years; and that, dur- 
ing the period of this suspension it 
should be unlawful for any Chinese 
subject, other tuan officer of the im- 
perial government, to set foot upon 
American soil, or if already here, to 
remain. 

Of course, this was in open defiance 
of existing treaty stipulations: for the | 
treaty of 1863 was still in force, and 
an international agreement, like a 
private contract, cannot be amended 
or annulled except by the concurrence 
of both parties. It is true that a new 
treaty had been drafted and submitted 
to the Chinese minister at Washing- 
ton for reference to and approvai by 
his government; and that this draft 
of treaty provided for the abrogation 
of certain clauses in the existing one. 
But before the Pekin government had 
time to consider !t, or even to receive 
it, the senate amended it, and in the 
meantime for the sake of effect upon 
the forthcoming elections, the “exclu- 
sion act” had been rushed throug) 
congress and signed by the vlan, 
Viewed at this distance of time, and in 
impartial and nonpartisan spirit, 
conduct is wholly unjustifiable.

But if our dealings with China have 
not always been quite fair and gen- 
erous, what shall we say of her treat- 
mént later on by Germany, which led 
to the Pekin tragedy of 1900... The 
facts are these: 

On the first of November, 1897, in 
the province of Shan-Tung, there was 
a riot in which two German misstion- 
aries were killed In reta) a- 
tion ihe Germak authorities 
seized and occupied a large sirip 
of Chinese territory on the coast of 
the Yellow Sea. On the 14th of the 
same month, Germany landed troops 
at Kiao-Chow, and opened “negotia- 
tions” for the formal cession of the 
territory thus :surped. On the 6th of 
March. following, a foreed “treaty” 
was signed at Pekin whereby bine 
whole territory rofind about the great 
bay of Kiao-Chow was “ceded” to the 
German Empire. A few weeks later 
the viecroy and six other high officials 
of the province were depobed at thu 
instance of the German euthorities; and 
an indemnity of $5,000’ was demanded 
and paid in -satisfaction of complaints 
preferred by certain German missiona- 
ries in an adjacent province. Finally 
a “concession” was demanded for build- 
ing two lines of -rallway. and for ex- 
ploiting mineral and coal deposits on 
both sides of the proposed lines. 

These high-handed measures naturally 


against all foreigners in general, and 
against Germans in particular. The 
natuMl result was another clash be- 
tween 2° mob of natives and some Ger- 
man missionaries, in which the latter 
were very roughly used. ' In retaliation,

Kiao-Chow sent out an armed force 
and burnt two Chinese villages. 

About this time, another remarkable 
circumstance occurred which added fuel 
to the flames of popular passion, and 
prepared the way for the tragedies 
which soon followed. At the request 
of the French government (which 
practically amounted to a demand) dn 
edict was issued from Pekin, whereby 
certain French Jesuit missionarics 
were invested with the rank and title 
of high civic officials. To the average 
Chinese mind, this was little short of 
sacrilege. It was particularly galling 
to see foreign religious propagandists 
invested with the titles and privileges 
of governors-general and chief mag- 
istrates. The very natural inference 
was that these dignitaries of a strange 
cult would not be slow to use their new 
power to supplant the native juris- 
prudence, and thus prepare the Way) 
for the ultimate extinction of the an- 
cient civilization. In other words, the 
masses believed that the country was 
in imminent danger of foreign con- 
quest. 

It was under these circumstances that 
the “Boxer” insurrection of 1900 arose 
and became so formidable. That a 
secret organization could have attained 
to such power and influence except by 
he force Of unanimous public senti- 
ment, and with the tacit assent of the 
high mandarins, is wholly improbable. 
Indeed, evidence is not wanting thet 
the Empress Dowager herself was 
either in secret sympathy with the in- 
surgents or feared to antagonize tnen.

INCREASING SALARIES OF THE TEACHERS. 


Beginning with September next, the teachers in the grammar graded 
schools of Atlanta are to receive a flat increase of 5 per cent in salary. 

The city council has favorably passed upon the proposal, which has 
also been accepted by the aldermanic board. 

The ordinance, as originally offered, called for an increase of 5 per cen 
in the first four grades and 10 per cent for the second four grades. 

The contention was that the work and duties required of the higher 
grade teachers were more arduous than those exacted of the teachers of 
the lower grades. 

An amendment, finally adopted, substitutes a flat raise of 5 per cent. 

Perhaps a more scientific and equitable arrangement would have ef- 
fected a sliding scale of increases, varying with length of service, expe- 


‘rience, fidelity and demonstrated ability. 


That logical rule applies in virtually every other trade and profession, 
and should apparently hold with no less force in the profession of teaching 
preparation for which is often as costly as, if not more so, than prepara- 
tion for the law and medicine. 

However, the current change is progress in the right direction, ana 
is something to accept with pleasure. 
It is difficult to apologize for the city’s neglect in this respect.

In the matter of tuberculosis, for instance, the south has as much to 
learn as the nation. This disease annually claims its thousands, with 
probably a greater proportionate toll among the negroes. 

In respect of hygienic living from a broad standpoint, it is in evidence 
that much reform is needed in the rural districts. Fo, example, one of the 
most prolific sources of infection from typhoid for city people comes from 
illy-kept summer resorts. In many cases they return from a vacation only 
| to develop the disease contracted as a result of faulty sanitation or drink- 
{ing water supply.

PUBLIC ROADS IN TEXAS, 


Perhaps it is that Texas is bigger and needs more public roads, but 
it is an interesting fact that in 1909 the Lone Star State issued more bonds 
for good roads construction than any other in the country, and is — 
up the lead this year. 

Bond issues for roads aggregating $5,000,000 were made or authorized 
to be made by Texas counties last. year, and under the spur of public 
sentiment, as expressed in concentrated organization throughout the state, 
road development is being pushed as rapidly as conditions and the stpply 


of cash will permit. 
This organization, more or.less perfected in each county, is concentrated 


in the Texas Commercial Secretaries’ Association, which is now gathering 
statistics on public roads, preparatory to still further systematizing the 
campaign of encouraging road building in the state. 

Each county is being asked to’ furnish these statistics, which, when 
complete, will be printed in map form, so that comparison between counties 
can readily be made and the state of progress be seen at a giance. 

Commercial Clubs throughout Texas have placed road improvement at 
the head of their list of proposed achievements for the new year; and they 
are. enlisting every possible public or semi-public organization in the work, 

Georgia and other states which use their convict labor in road improve- 
ment have an advantage over Texas, which has only statute labor, usually 
commuted by payment of road tax, in addition to taxation and bond issues. 

Yet Texas has made strides in public road improvement in recent years 
which must compel national admiration. 

It has been done by organized effort and the inculcation of a favorable 
public sentiment which recognizes the importance of substantial highways, 
and gladly provides the means fur securing them.

The rates are 60% cents a hundred 
pounds from Brownsville and Coving- 
ton to the New England mills and 70 
cents from Jackson. 

In a case instituted before the opm - 
mission by the railroad commission of 
Tennessee against practically all of 
the railroads operating in the terri- 
tory east of the Mississippi river, it 
is held that the present adjustment of 
rates between Brownsville and Jack- 
son unduly discriminates against 
Jackson, and that “the rate to New 
England destinations from Jackson 
ought not to exceed that from 
Brownsville by more than 5 cents per 
hundred pounds.” 

In accordance with this decision an 
order.was made by the commission re- 
quiring the defendant lines to read- 
just their rates on compressed cotton 
from Jackson to New England points 
by the 15th of next March and to 
maintain tticse readjusted rates for at 
least two years.

Labor unions stand in the vanguard 
of the battle against high prices. In 
St. Louis forty-two doctors advised 
workmen that it would be beneficial 
to eliminate meat. In Connecticut, 
workmen are including butter and 
eggs in the boycott. Cleveland has 
tasted the first blood of victory, for 
the price of pork has already fallen 2 
cents per pound since the boycott went 
into effect there. In Cincinnati club 
women have given up butter. In Wil- 
mington,; Del., of women made 
house-to-house canvasses today with 
pledges asking people to sign. The 
Baltimore Federation of Labor has 
opened a campaign bureau and is send- 
ing out literature and giving away 
buttons bearing the inscription, “Cut 
out the meat.” <A petition will be for- 
warded to the governor of Maryland 
asking for action. 

The Bricklayers’ Union leading 
the anti-meat fight in Kansas City. 
Club women jin Pittsburg are striking. 
against sky-high meats there. 
The whole town of Mingo Junction, 
a big industrial community in Ohio, 
is striking and the butchers are get- 
ting ready to assign, according to the 
tenor of dispatches from there today.

I 
and others in this movement want to 
make vegetarianism popular. We shall 
attempt to enlist the ald of the Feder- 
ation of Women’s Clubs, with its hun- 
dreds of branches in every state in 
the union.

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BACK TO THE FARM 
SAWTELL'S: ADVICE 


He Believes HungerWill 
Thin Out the Large 
Cities. 


T. R. Sawtell, pioneer packer and 
@ leading retail butcher af Atlanta, 
belleves that while the impending boy- 
cott against the high price of meat 
may force a lower level, it will event- 
vally intensify the situation by. forcing 
more farmers into the cities and leav- 
ing fewer competent ones on’ the 
| farms to raise hogs, cattle and corn at 
reasonable’ prices. 

He expressed these views yesterday 
‘when he declared that while the beef 
trust might practice extortion when it 
had opportunity, that rivalry in many 
of the large cities of the country made 
overcharges impractical save at irreg- 
ular intervals and sporadically. 
| “At the last anlysis,” said Mr. 
fSawtell, “the farmer: and stock-raiser 
will pay the penalty for an effort to 
artificially depress the price of beef. 

“The packers will straightway pass 
the effect of the cut on to him tn the 
shape of lower prices for his hogs, and 
that means his corn. As a result, a 
larger number of farmeys will come to 
the cities, and the problem will be 
more than ever aggravated.” 

“Back to Farm,” the Remedy. 

Mr. Sawtell, whose business has, of 
course, made it necessary for him to 
keep in touch with agricultural and 
industrial conditions, Is convinced the 
cnly permanent and logical remedy 
for the sky-scraping cost of living 1s 
a wholesale return to the farm. 

“It is true,” he admitted, “that fa- 
cilities for comfortable living in the 
country are more numerous and wide- 
ly distributed than ever before. But 
education and contact with its insti- 
tutions has wrought discontent in the 
rural districts. The most natural 
temptation in the world is to get away 
to the city, where pleasure 
tiful and living conditions do not com- 
prehend rising before dawn to draw 
water or having to walk across the 
‘yard to your breakfast. 

Negro Evrtirely Unreliable. 

“Wherever the railroad has gone 
through a rural section, it has proved 
a recruiting agent for the citfes. In 
the first place, men can get work on 
construction jobs at infinitely better 
wages than for farming, then drift to 
cities, and it is all off. Then the farm 
boy frequently gets a taste of city 
life, with its -relative freedom from 
the deadly monotony of the farm, and 
it is a formidable task to coax him 
back to the farm. 

“The negro, too, complicates the 
problem of the cost ofillving. In many 
lines he is paid wages that are im- 
possible to farming, and he is invaria- 
bly reaching that stage where he 
measures st@ndards of pay on the 
farm by those of the city, or mine, 
or factory, and decides against the 
farm. Those in the country are ab- 
solutely unreliable. You never know 
if they are going to be on the job 
Monday. 

Rural Charm Exaggerated. 

“The trouble is, the rural charm has 
been overdone. We all love the coun- 
try in theory, but mighty few of us 
but would rather live in the city, if 
we can. In the country, the old spirit 
of neighborliness is vanishing. In 
its place ig coming class distinction. 

“People do not consort together like 
they used to. They make money on 
the farm, perhaps, but come to the city 
to spend it; and when they entertain, 
they import their guests, instead of in- 
viting their neighbors. 

“I relate these conditions as show- 
ing the difficulty of turning the tide 
back toward the farm.” 

Hunger May Thin Cities. 

A unique theory of Mr. Sawtell’s 
is that hunger may thin the popula- 
tion of cities and automatically solve 
the problem of the high cost of living. 

“City labor is constantly demanding 
higher pay, and itself growing more 
inferior. Inevitably the day will come 
when the manufacturers, unable to 
meet such demands, will curtail or 
shut down, and then we may hope the 
people will turn farmward.” 

Summing up, Mr. Sawtell declared 
that fifteen years ago the trouble was 
overproduction, and that today it is 
underproduction. 

“It is like establishing a saw mill 
in a land barren of timber,” he said.

“MESSENGER.” 
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Brunswick, Ga., January 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—“Messenger’”’ is the name which 
has been given the new power boat 
of the Seaman’s Friend Port Society 
put into commission today by Super- 
intencent J. L. Stuckenbrok. So far as 
can be learned the Messenger is the 
oniy missionary boat in service *in 
any Atlantic port. She is used to 
bring seamen from the various vyes- 
sels in the harbor to the reading room 
and mission hall, where they may at- 
tend the gospel and social meetings 
of the mission. After the meeting 
the Messenger is soon ploughing her 
way through the harbor, leaving a 
man here and another one there until 
her passengers have all been returned 
to their respective ships. Runs are 
often made of 5 to 10 miles in gather- 
ing up the sailors who otherwise 
would seldom have an opportunity to 
spend a pleasant evening .on shore. 

The Ifttle craft is 38 feet long, 11 


feet beam and drawe 42 inches of 
water. Her cabin cares for sixteen 
passengers, while her limit is twenty- 
four. With a 10-horse power gasoline 
engine she makes from 8 to 10 miles 
per hour and because of her special 
design is’ one of the most seaworthy 
power boats in the port. Frequently 
runs have been made to the Bruns- 
wick lightship, which is anchored 
about 8 miles out from the Brunswick 
bar. 

Friends of the mission aided Super- 
intendent Stuckenbrok in building the 
Messenger from the day the keel was 
laid last May up to her launching on 
October i0.

Tlie entered the normal school at 
Walthall when sixteen vears of age, 
and stood well in his classes, despite 
his great handicap.

chances with the other fellows having 
two good eves. At that time his 
friend, Charles Pittman, was his 
eyes. 
he married ‘in 1900, 
stead as the windows 
he sees the world.

1890, was on the race question. it 
was so fair, just and conservative in 
tone, that the citizens of the county 
desired him to go to the constitutional] 
convention s00n. to be he'd. But he 
was disqualified by reason. of being 
only 19 years of age. Nexf the 
future senator became a school master, 
and taught during the summer of 
1890 and the winters of that and the 
following years. In 1891 he was nom- 
inated for the legislature, but was 
forced to retire because he had not 
yet reached his majority. He then 
entered the law department of Cum- 
berland University, at Lebanon, Tenn.. 
and graduated in June, 1892. 

Was Independent in Thought. ~ 

Another evidence of Senator Gore's 
constant reading of The (Codnstitution 
throughout this time was his attitude 
toward the Cleveland movement. He 
was even more radical than the pa- 
per, and never became reconciled. He 
reached his majority a short time be- 
fore Cleveland's second nomination. 
His views on the issues of the day 
did not colncide with Mr. Cleveland's 
One frjend, in speaking of 
him, sald:

Was Living in Comparative 
Luxury in Thomas County 
Jail When Prison Commission 
Ordered Him Sent to Gang. 
Is in Hospital.

William H. Mitchell, of 
county, sentenced to serve 
months op the chaingang upon con- 
vietion of assault and battery upon 
Miss Lucile Linton, is at last actually, 
rather than constructively, on the 
chaingang, where he will serve the 
remainder of his sentence, instead of 
in the comfortable quarters he has 
had in Thomas county jail up to the 
present time. 

Word to this 
by Chairman G. R. Hutchens, of the 
prison commission, yesterday, in the 
shape of a letter from Warden gE. F. 
Clay. of the Thomas county chain- 
gang. who stated that Mitchell had 
been removed from the county jail 
and was at present in the convict 
camp hospital, “dressed in regulation 


stripes as prescribed by law.’ 
Life Easy in Jail. 

It was as the result of reports 
which came to Governor Brown and 
the prison commission that John Aw- 
trey, supervisor of convicts, was sent 
to Thomasville to make an investiga- 
tion: and it was this investigation 
which resulted in an order from the 
prison commission transferring Mitea- 
eli from jail to the chaingang. 

According to these reports Mitchell 
was enjoying a life of ease and com- 
fort in the jail. He had his bed, it 
is said, in a special room in the jail, 
with a private bath adjoining. He 
wore citizen's clothes, lounged about 
in his bathrobe, was supplied with ali 
the latest magazines and newspapers, 
hed what he wanted to eat, and his 
wife usually spent the night with him.

“Not an acre of the public lands 
can be sold or otherwise disposed of 
contrary to the express declaration 
of the law-making power. The exec- 
utive cannot, at will, improve the wild 
lands or mine the minerals, log the 
timber or water the arid wastes. He 
cannot give even qualified rights or 
privileges to any of the public domains 
unless the law-making power affirm- 
atively so declares. There is no dis- 
cretion or supervisory power, or ex- 
ecutive control, except in the execu- 
tion of specific or general laws. This 
is plain to any person who considers 
the nature of our institutions and the 
powers lodged in executive officers” 

What Taft Is Striving For. 

As going to show that the present 
administration is striving to meet 
these conditions within the law and 
with due regard to all interests the 
secretary said:

OLEOMARGARINE TAX 
FOUGHT BY BU RLESON 


T S “Stupendous Lob- 
oxat y” Secured Passage

Washington, January 22.—Repre- 
sentative Burleson, of Texas, today 
appeared before the house committee 
on agriculture in behalf of hfs bill 
repealing the tax on oleomargarine, 
which tax, he asserted, was responsible 
for the presert high price of butter 
throughout the country. 

Before this tax was imposed, Mr. 
Burleson said, there wére manufac- 
tured 130,000,000 pounds of oleomar- 
garine, which he characterized as A 
pure and wholesome food product, 
and which sold for from twelve to 
eighteen cents per pound. The price 
of butter was then twenty to thirty 


cents per pound. 

The production of oleomargarine has 
been diminished sixty-six per cent, he 
said, as a résult of the tax, and the 
price of butter has gone up from 
twenty-eight to sixty cents per 

und. 

a Pancene of the law was secured, 
Mr. Burleson charged, by the Na- 
tional Dairy Union, and by “a stu- 
pendous lobby, which, it is sald, ex- 
pended a vast sum of money.

Spent on a Christmas Eve 
Feast. 


Paris, January 22.—(Special.)—Last 
year a series of lotteries for charitable 
purposes was organized, but failed to 
be taken up in their éntirety, and late- 
ly it was decided to amalgamate them 
into one monster affair, to be drawn 
every month, with a first prize of a 
million francs, of $200,000, and as much 
more in lesser sums. The second draw- 
ing took place early on the day before 
Christmas, and after the first dozen 
large. “lots” had been announced, the 
wheel with the series of numbers broke 
down, and had to be emptied, and all 
the tickets counted again.

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Profile of Proposed Alabama Street Viaduct—the Dark Showing Overhead Work, Fills and Underpasses That Will Be Required—The Viaduct Ww il] Pass Over the 
Tracks of the Central, Under the “Monroe” Tracks, and under the Tracks of the Southern Railway. 


The citizens of Atlanta, and especi- 
ally the business men,: have awakened 
to the great importance of construct 
ing a viaduct: from the foot of Ala- 
bama street to the west side of the 
city. 

The more the project is looked into 
the greater does it loom up as a 
public improvement that should be 
made just as soon as possible. 

The Constitution herewith submits 
a plan for the viaduct that was made 
by the city engineer geveral years 
ago, when the matter came up and 
wag side-tracked because the lessees 
of the State road would not consent 
for the city to use the railroad's right- 
of-way through the yards. The city 
went so far at that time as to pur- 
chase the right-df-way from the state, 
paying $2,500 for it, and - city still 
owns it. 

The plan as shown is int a viaduct 
some fifteen or eighteen hundred 
yards in length and sixty feet wide.

All these details can be worked out, 
the city engineer states, after it is

It 
would be necessary at this point to 
buy only a small right-of-way which 
is owned by the gas company and the 
Terminal Company. 

That the viaduct can be built at no 
very great cost and that a good and 
feasible plan gan be adopted, is the 
opinion of the city engineer, who had 
given the matter very close study.

They 
cannot run very quickly on level 
ground, but when climbing a hill their 
marvelous agility is apparent; for they 
will race up the smooth face of slip- 
pery rocks, so steep that no animal 
other than a baboon could find a foot- 
ing there. It is their fondness for a 
recky country that has led to their 
being called the “chamois of Africa.” 
Klipspringer stalking in Africa is a 
very pretty sport, affording healthful 
exercise frequently amid charming 
scenery.

Submerged in River, and the 
Total Number of Victims May 
Never Be Known---Over Thir- 
ty Injured Taken to Hospitals. 


Sudbury, Ontario, January 22.—With 
three big dray loads of rough boxes 
waiting to receive the bodies of up- 
ward of two-score victims, the scene 
of yesterday's Canadian Pacific wreck 
at Spanish river presented today an al- 
most hopeless field of labor - for 
hundreds or more men sent to clear 
away the wreck and recover the vic- 
tims’ bodies. A blizzard raged all day 
down the valley of the Spanish river, 
with a blinding snow and bitter cold. 

Two of the wrecked cars, the colo- 
nist car and the first-class coach, whose 
ventilators were visible above the 
water, this morning, drifted under the 
bridge during the day, and finally were 
completed stbmerged. The dining car 
remained partly on the river bank and 
partly submerged in the river. Little 
remains of the second-class ‘coach, 
Which was split in two when it struck 
the bridge girder and took fire. Ice that 
will bear a nran'’s weight has closed 
over the first-class coach and the col- 
onist car, and it impossible to de- 
termine their exagt location. 

More than thirty injured were taken 
to the general hospitals and the hotels 
of Sudbury.

TO TAKE PROFITS 
FROM RECENT RISE 


\ 
Stocks Were Pressed for Sale 
Even in the Rush of Buy- 
ing Orders. 


New York, January 22.—The stock 
market today showed the effects of 
the pace’ which has been set on the 
recovery of the two preceding days 
from the slump of. the middle of the 
week. There was a disposition to 
press stocks for sale to take profits 
and even where there waa a further 
rush of buying orders, they were met 
by selling orders of that character 
with effect on prices. The market 
showed evidence of being in the hands 
largely of the professional el ment 
and was ruled, for the most part, by 
technical considerations. The coming 
dividend action on United States Steel 
at next Tuesday’s quarterly meeting 
absorbed a large share of speculative 
surmise. The rumor that showed 
most vitality was that an extra divi- 
dend in addition to the regular 1 per 
cent quarterly would be declared suf- 
ficient to bring the distribution for 
the calendar year up to 4 per cent. 
This would call for % of 1 per gent 
besides the 1 per cent regular divi- 
dend. The prevalence of thig rumor 
proved a powerful incentive to specu- 
lative buying of the stock and carried 
the price up to 80, a rise of 7% over 
the low price touched in the slump on 
Wednesday. The force of this move- 
ment had a galvanizing effect on the 
list and’ pulled prices up from the de- 
pression caused by the heavy selling 
of the earlier part of the session. 

Foreign influences were helpful to 
values, the easing money markets 
abroa@ and the increasing satisfac- 
tion of financial London from the 
course of the English elections hav- 
ing a beneficial effect. The promise 
of a strong bank statement was used 
with effect to inspire confidence and 
to offset the misgiving due to the 
rapidity of the rebound. Belated 
covering of shorts put out during the 
demoralized period of the market 
earlier in the week was a material 
factor in carrying prices upward to- 
ward the close of the day. The ab- 
rupt interruption to the rise in United 
States Steel. which caused the stock 
to react over 2 points, wiping out its 
rapid advance, made the closing tone 
very unsettled. 

The. surprise in the bank statement 
was the $20,000,000 loan expansion 
reported by the clearing house banks. 
This showing its a revelation of the 
heavy requirements of syndicate sub- 
scriptions during the week, in the 
period of rapid curtailment of stock 
market, loans.

In fine, I believe that the cdtton 
market, if it has not already touched 
rock-bottom, shortly will. Better 
financial conditions generally are as- 
sured by the cleaning-out process that 
has taken place in the New York 
Stock market. General business con- 
ditions remain as healthy as ever. The 
trade demand for actual cotton is now 
increasing, and spinners, having been 
able to hedge their needs by buying 
contracts under the prices of actual 
cotton, take a more roseate:.view of 
the situation than they have for some 
time ast. Unless the bear manipu- 
lators Who have sold cotton short be- 
low the parity of spots can get the 
cotton away from southern spothold- 
ers, somebody is going to be up 
against a hard proposition when the 
showdown comes. When the spinner 
calls for the cotton the bear ‘manipu- 
lator, unless the spotholders of the 
south lose their courage in the prts- 
ent crisis, will have to go into the 
open market and bid until he gets it. 
When he tries to buy back these short 
contracts, an advance to the highest 
level seen this season would, by no 
means, Be an impossibility, especially’ 
if the outlook for the new crop should 
at any time become unfavorable. 
There is also less inclination to put 
in a big acreage in cotton since the 
severe slump in the market. Every 
planter and every farmer who is not 
a fool knows that a crop of 15,000,000 
bales, which the bears are gleefully 
predicting will be raised this year, 
would mean starvation prices next 
season. I have too much faith in 
the hard common-sense of the cotton 
growers of the south to believe that 
/ they would be guilty of any such 
} economic mistake as to plant too much 
cotton. The fact is worth bearing in 
mind that a comparatively small cot- 
ton crop at high prices is actually 
worth more than a big crop at low 
prices. The Farmers’ Union could do 
no more effective work than to spread 
this sound economic doctrine.

COTTON OIL DECLINED 


FIRST PART OF WEEK 


But on Wednesday the 
Tide Turned and Prices 
Climbed. 


New York, January 22.—The anxiety 
of long holders to sell, and the desire 
of powerful bearish influences to ham- 
mer the market, were the chief reasons 
offered for the sharp’ break in local 
cotton oil values during the fore part 
of the week. The early periods of de- 
moralization in the cotton market 
stimulated bearish sentiment and pro- 
fessional operators were keen to estab. 
lish oil values at a lower trading level. 
The rapidity with which prices declined 
made it difficult to execute “stop loss” 
orders, and many accounts were closed 
out considerably under their specified 
“stop” prices. Later a. period of 
strength developed under heavy buying 
frcm commission houses, and values 
were sent skyward with the same 
rapidity which characterized the de- 
cline. : 

On Monday and Tuesday the volume 
of trading was enormous. Sales of 
round lots of March, May and July fre- 
quently changed hands. Accounts 
which had shown handsome profits for 
the past few weeks were quickly wiped 
out and pyramids fell with a resound- 
ing crash as the sustaining pegs were 
pulled. The large refining interests 
who were instrumental in the recent

Child Study the Theme. 

The regular meeting of the Atlanta 
Woman's Club will be held On Mon- 
day afternoon, at 3 o’clock. The sub- 
ject under discussion will be the 
“Study of the Child.” Mrs. Robert 
Zahner is chairman for the afternoon, 
and has secured a number of inter- 
esting speakers for the program. 
While this great subject can only be 
touched upon in so short a time, fs 
most pertinent phases will be dealt 
with. Mrs. James R. Little, who is 
the Atlanta president of the Congress 
of Mothers, will speak of the physical 
child; Miss Perryman will speak of 
the importance of music in the early 
life of a child, while Mr. Mark Sher- 
idan will discuss art as it enters into 
the present-day system of training 
our kindergarten teachers. Mrs. H. E. 
Stockbridge will read a paper upon 
the laws of Georgia, relative to wom- 
en and children, It may be of inter- 
est, in passing, to show the part taken 
by the Federation of Women’s Clubs 
in the District of Columbia in repeal- 
ing an ancient law of Charles H., two 
hundred and thirty-four years after 
it was enacted in Great Britain. This 
law was an absolute denial of the 
mother’s right in her child. The Dis- 
trict of Columbia was the first battie- 
ground on the Atlantic coast for joint 
guardianship, and the District Pedera- 
tion was the organization that, through 
its committee on legis ation, prepared 
and had introduced in the congress of 
the United States a bill giving mar- 
ried women the right to their own 
earnings, and making parents the 
joint guardians of their children, also 
repealing the former laws on these 
subjects, which had been incorporated 
into the law of the thirteen original 
colonies. It will be of much interest 
to Georgia women to see just how 
much of the old feudal laws remain 
to them ip the present laws of-Geor- 
gia. An_ interesting afternoon is

London, January 22.—Every now and 
again London is startled by the an- 
nouncement of the death of some mil- 
lionaire who has been living in it 
quietly and unknown for years. Such 
a one was “Chicago” Smith, who, al- 
though the extent of his wealth was 
known in America, was unknown by 
sight even to all but a few London- 
ers. Such a one wag Charles Mor- 
rison, who spent his life in a dingy 
city office, and died leaving one of 
the greatest fortunes in England, and 
such a one was George Salting, who 
died this week and who, it has just 
been announced, has left the most 
wonderful art collection of modern 
times to the nation. 

The value of Mr. Salting’s bequest 
is estimated variously at from $5,000.,- 
000 to $20,000,000. Probably no one 
vill ever know exactly how much it 
is worth, for it will never come under 
the hammer.

In 
fact, now that he is dead, all sorts 
of stories are being told of his ridicu- 
lous economies, for while he was lib- 
eral, and even prodigal, in gratifying 
his taste for art, he was niggardly in 
spending on himself. One of the sto- 
ries is that he often turned back to 

rooms when he was half way to 

destination, because it began to 
rain, and he preferred waiting to 
spending two cents on a ‘bus fare. 
Another is that he never spent more 
than 36 cents on a meal, but this must 
be qualified a little. It may be true 
that he never spent more than this 
sum when he ate alone, but occasion- 
; ally he invited friends to lunch or 
dinner, and when he did so he enter- 
tained them in a style befitting a gen- 
tleman of means. 

It is certain, however, that many a 
young clerk spends more every year 
on his clothes than did George Salting. 
He was always dressed in the plainest 


only extravagance in the way of dress 
was that he always wore white or light 
colored gloves, which were always 
scrupulously fresh. His long white 
beard and white gloves were familiar 
in every auction room in London. 

Another of his pecullarities was that 
he was impervious to the ordinary 
charitable appeal. Beggars might im- 
portune him on the street, and hos- 
pital secretaries might write begging 
letters to him until they got tired. He 
took no notice of either, but I am told 
that if someone he knew and trusted 
came to him with a genuine story of 
hard luck, or on behalf of a really de- 
serving institution, George Salting al- 
ways contributed generously, but al- 
ways on condition that he should re- 
main anonymous, for he had a morbid 
horror of becoming known as a philan- 
thropist. Another of his queer econ- 
omies was never to carry an umbrella. 
He reckoned that staying at home was

On the other hand, he never hesi- 
tated when money was needed to se- 
cure a picture or a bit of china or 
carved work that he really wanted. He 
would outbid the other man every time, 
after he had made up his mind that 
he really wanted to buy. For this 
reason he sometimes secured things 
that he was after for less than their 
real value, for the men who were bid- 
ing against him realized the hopeless- 
ness of it, and left the field free for 
him, 

George Salting was the son of a 
Dane, who settled in Australia in the 
early days and made an immense for- 
tune. George was educated at Eton 
and the University of Sydney, and it 
is said that he had an income of $250,- 
000 a year. Practically all of it went 
on art purchases. 

Many of the collections which he 

now left to the nation have been 
in the national galleries for years, and 
their removal would have caused gaps 
which it would have been impossible 
to fill.

Berlin, January 22.—This was a sad 
day for a 13-year-old boy who until 
roon was the young Count Josef Adolf 
Stanislaus Kwilecki, heir of a noble 
Polish family and inheritor of its vast 
estates in East Prussia. 

By decree of the higher civil court of 
Pcsen the count is declared to be the 
son of a poor railway crossing keeper's 
wife, named Cecelle Meyer. The 
changeling must leave the splendid 
house in which he has been brought 
up amid all the trappings of wealth 
and luxury, and must in future share 
the humble fortunes of his rightful 
mother. 

Today’s decision ig the culmination 
of six years’ litigation as to the child's 
identity. The case first came before 
the public in 1903, when Count and 
Countess Zbigniew Kwilecki were ar- 
rested at the instigation of another 
branch of the family on a charge of 
having secretly introduced into their 
house a baby boy for the purpose 
of retaining possession of estates which 
would otherwise have passed out of 
their hands. The countess, who has 
since died, wags accused of buying the 
child from a Galician peasant girl, who 
is now the wife of a crossing keeper 
in Bohemia, and of passing it off as her 
own. 

The first trial, which lasted 23 days 
and was conducted by the most bDril- 
liant legal talent of the country, was 
one of the-most famous of German 
| causes celebres, and ended in the tri- 
umphant acquittal of Count and 
Countess Kwhiiecki. But the other 
branch of the family has never aban- 
doned its charges, and victory has 
now crowned itg struggle. 

The lad, who now becomes Splain 
Stanislaus Meyer, has grown up @4 
handsome, vigorous child, with curly 
black hair and an affectionate dispo- 
sition. . Hig tutors have found him pe- 
cullarly apt ahd intelligent. His fath- 
er ig said to have been an Austrian 
military officer. 

At the time of their alleged son's 
birth Count Kwilecki was 57 years old 
and the cogintess 51. The count will

INCREASE IN COST OF LIVING 
NOT CHARGEABLE TO FARMERS 


Spokane, Wash., January 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Nelson S. Pratt, mayor of Spo- 
kane, a successful farmer and lumber- 
man in the Mississippi valley and the 
Pacific northwest, takes exception to 
the sweeping statement by James J. 
Hill that the present high cost of living 
is chargeable to the extravagance, 
carelessness and lack of thrift of the 
agricultural classes of the country, 
saying: 

“I am more than surprised that a 
man with the understanding and ob- 
servation of Mr. Hill should undertake 
to make such broad charges, in viéw 
of the fact that the methods of a quar. 
ter of a century ago are not to be com- 
pared to the present system of farming. 
There is nothing to bear out Mr. Hill's 
contentions. 

“As a result of a recent visit to sev- 
eral of the largest districts in the mid- 
dle western and Pacific states, I am 
prepared to say there has never been 
a time when general farming was con- 
ducted along more economica] lines 
than at present. In fact, the methods 
of today are marvels to those who 
farmed land in the '808. Had we been 
as skillec and thorough then as are the 
farmers of today, we certainly would 
have been equally successful. 

“It is not overstating the case when 
I say that the modern grower con- 
ducts his farm along the same lines 
that prevail in a well-organized busi- 
ness establishment, and as a result he 
ig not only making a good living and 
educating his children, but is also put. 
ting monéy into improvements, as well 
as into the bank. 

“It is idle talk to charge the high 
cost of living to the farmer, as it must 
be plain to anyone who has studied the 
subject that at least three causes con- 
tribute to increasing prices of the ne- 
cessities of life. The large production 
of gold during the last few years is an 
important factor, in that it has resulted 
in making money cheap, and, to a great 
extent, no doubt, is responsible for in- 


creases in prices. 
high prices. 

“Perhaps the greatest factor in the 
high cost of living is the tariff. which 
enables manufacturers to combine and 
ccmpel the consumers to pay enormous 
and unrea@onable prices. Such farm 
products as beef and pork are con- 
trolled entirely by the so-called ‘beef 
trust,’ while butter, eggs, cheese and 
poultry are handled by cold storage 
compantes and kindred combinations, 
and the. prices of cereals are fixed 
largely by the speculative boards of 
trade. 

“As a matter of fact, while in the 
Mississippi valley a short time ago I 
found that the prices of butter, eggs, 
cheese and poultry are nearly ag high 
there as they are on the Pacific coast, 
where the demand at present is far 
greaterthanthesupply. I also learned 
from reliable sources that these prod- 
ucts are almost entirely controlled by 
combinations and not by the producers. 

“IT hold no brief for the farmers of 
the country, but from an experience of 
almost a lifetime as a farmer, born 
ard raiséd on a farm, I ‘know that the 
system employed during my time holds 
no comparison to the present methods 
of farming. Intensive agriculture, 
with the use of water supplied by ar- 
tificial means, was then largely an €x- 
periment, and g0-called dry-farming, or 
more properly soil and moisture con- 
servation, was in its very infancy. 
These methods are successes today. The 
agricultural colleges and experiment 
stations have also been and are strong 
factors in advancing the industry. 

“T challenge Mr. Hill to show any 
period prior to 1894, when there were 
larger acre yields of grain, fruit. 
grasses and roots than at present, and 
with this I would also ask him to point 
to any year when the farmers were 
more prosperous than they are today. 
Extravagance and la¢k of thrift and 
progress and prosperity do not go hand 
in hand, and that fact alone answers 
Mr. Hill's statement.”

Consequently one 1s able 
to observe how much the two nation- 
alities .dislike each other, which is 

deeply significant in these days when there is 
so much talk of war between England and Ger- 
many. There is practically no communication 
between the Germans and English on this voy- 
age. Each goes his way without so much as a 
“good morning” or a “guten abend.”” And 
it is not a case of unfamiliarity with the lan- 
guages either that causes this mutual restraint, 
for most of the Germans speak English. It is 
simply an evidence that at the present time there 
is decidedly bad feeling between the two races, 
and if it is a correct barometer of conditions in 
Europe, there is certain to be war one of these 
days.

Mombasa a Haven from the Heat. 

® Mombasa is a little island about two by three 
miles in extent. It is riotous with brilliant vege- 
tation, and, as seen after a long sea voyage 
through the Red sea and the Indian ocean, ‘it 
looks heavenly except for the heat. Hundreds 
of great baobab trees with huge bottlelike trunks 
and hundreds of broad spreading mango trees 
give an effect of tropical luxuriance that is hard- 
ly to be excelled in beauty anywhere in the east. 
Large ships that stop at the island usually wind 
their course through a narrow channel and land 
their passengers and freight at the dock at Kilin- 
dini, a mile and a half from the old Portuguese 
town of Mombasa, where all the life of the island 
is centered. There are many relics of the old 
days around the town of Mombasa and the port 
of Kilindini, but since the British have been in 
possession a brisk air of progress and enterprise 
is evident everywhere. Young men and young 
women in tennis flannels, and other typical symp- 
toms of British occupation are constantly seen, 
and one entirely forgets that he is several thou- 
sand miles from home and only a few blocks 
from the jungles of equatorial Africa. We 
dreaded Mombasa before we arrived, but were 
soon agreeably disappointed to find it not only 
beautiful and interesting, but also”pleasantly cool 
and full of most hospitable social life. 

When our. ship anchored off Kilindini there 
was a great crowd assembled on the pier. There 
were many smart looking boats, manned with 
uniformed natives, that at once came out to the 
ship, and we knew that the town was en fete to 
welcome the newly appointed governor of.

Thanks to the governor, our party of four was 
invited to go to Nairobi on his special train. It 
left Mombasa on the morning of the 19th of 
Septembér, and at once began to climb toward

Both Protestants and Catholics are the 
advance guard of the modern move- 
ment, the leaven which has started 
the great batch of Chinese dough to 
working. ‘They were the first to stir 
up the dry bones of the celestial civ- 
llization, and they are now everywhere 
aiding in putting the flesh and blood 
of our western methods upon them.

The missionaries have been laboring 
here for several centuries. The Cath- 
@lics were the first on

was making converts in 
Valley less than 100 years after Co- 
lumbus discovered America. It was 
Jesuit priests who made the beaut!- 
ful astronomical instruments at Pe- 
king, and who introduced the first 
inkling of western civilization centu- 
ries ago. Since then Catholics of other 
denominations have come, and now 
there are here Franciscans, Augus- 
tians, Vincentians and missions of that 
enurch from Belgium, France, ~pain 
and Germany. 

According to a geography of China, 
just issued by the Jesuits, the Catuolic 
Church now reckons its following at 
1,000,000 believers who have been bap- 
tized. It has forty-two bishops, 1,700 
priests and about 6,000 chapels. Of its 
priests 1,200 are foreigners. 

The Work of the Protestants. 

As to the Protestants, their foreign 
staff now numbers about thirty-five 
hundred. of whom less than 1,600 are 
men and almost 2,000 are women. Of 
the latter 1,000 are married and 984 
single. The Protestants have more 
than five thousand mission stations 
seattered over the empire. and they 
claim altogether about 256,000 of a 
Christian community. They began their 
work only a little more than a hundred 
years ago, and at first made way but 
slowly. As far back as seventy years 
since they had only six communicants. 
In 1853 they had no more than 350 and 
in 1865 only 2,000. Ten years later 
their converts had increased to 13,000, 
and in the:next decade their number 
had doubled. At present there are be- 
tween and three thousand native 
Protestant congregations, and their 
baitized Chinese number about 180,000. 
‘The missionaries claim that this in- 
ore gratifying, and say that if 
they advance during the next genera- 
tion same ratio as in the past 
they will, at the end of that time, have 
over 25,000,000 communicants and a 
ChPistian community of over 100,000,- 
yoo This one-fourth of the whole 
Chinese nation. I give these figures 
from missionary authorities and those 
of Protestant Christianity. The Roman 
Catholies could make a much better 
showing. 

School Work Among the Missions. 
great education movement 

now going on in China was 
Started by the missionaries and is 
largely carried on by them. Many of 
them are teaching in the Chinese gov- 
ernment schools, and most of the text- 
books are of their composition. The 
first Chinese-English dictionary was 
made by the first Protestant mission- 
ary to China. This was the Rev. 
Robert Morrison, who arrived here in 
1897. In connection with Dr. Milne 
he also made the first Chinese Bible. 
It was Mr. Wyle, of the London Mis- 
sion. who prepared the first Chinese 
@choo! books in mathematics, and later 
text-books on other subjects, including 
geology. were written by Muirhead, 
Edkins and Williamson. The chief au- 
thorities or, fnternational law and po- 
litical economy now in use in the gov- 
ernment academies and colleges were 
preparéd by Dr. W. A. P. Martin, and 
geographies and other books by Dr. 
Cc. DPD. Tenney, the Chinese secretary 
of our legation at Peking. 

The printing press was brought into 
China bv the missionaries. Dr. &. 
Wells Williams used the first metallic 
types at Canton, and the first power 
press was brought to Shanghai by the 
Presbvtertan board. 

Today the Presbyterian Press at 
Shanghai is perhaps the largest pub- 
lishing house ip Asia. It is pouring 
forth Bibles, books, tracts and maga- 
gines at the rate of 90,009,000 pages 
per annum, and is distributing them 
all over China. In addition there is 
the Mission Press of the American 
Methodists. which is papering the 
country with Christian literature of 
one kind and another. 

Both of these establishments 
publishing schoo) books. 

As to Bibles, they are distributed by 
the American Bible Society, which first 
came here about 75 years ago. It now 
sends out about 750,000 volumes per 
year, and altogether its circulation has 
run high into the millions. 

A Great Educational Work. 

But I started to speak about mission 
schools. They are to be found every- 
where There are boys’ schools and 
girls’ schools, and kindergartens for 
both sexes. There are primary 
schools, intermediate schools and high 
schools, as well as colleges of arts, 
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medicine and theology. The 
lies have a university at 
and'a college and induStrial schoo! at 
Secawei, five miles from Shanghai, 
with 50 other schools near by, 
an attendance altogether of 3,700 pu- 
pils. They are doing some educational 
work in other cities, but as far as I 
can learn they are by far surpassed by 
the Protestants in this branch of mis- 
Sion labor. 

According to the latest figures 
Protestant missionaries have over 2, 
000 primary schools and 289 high 
schools and colleges. In the primary 
schools 35,000 boys and more than 7.- 
000 girls are now in attendance, and 
in the higher schools there are 12.- 
000 young men and almost 3,000 young 
women. These seem but small num- 
bers in comparison with the thirteen 
or fourteen million pupils in our pub- 
lic schools, but each of these Chinese 
Students will be a workine force in 
the reorganization of the empire, and 
this will be especially so with the 
women. The government schools for 
girls are crying for Chinese teachers, 
and the missionaries tell me that it 
is almost impossible for them to hold 
their giris until they graduate, be- 
cause of the salaries offered them to 
leave and go teaching outside. 

The Medical Work. 

There is one phase of mission work 
which is approved of by both Chinese 
and foreigners. The Chinese welcome 
it and contribute largely to its sup- 
port. I refer to the medical missions. 
They are doing an enormous amount 
of good. -They are to be found in all 
the large centers, and the doctors 
connected with them could, if they 
would, leave and make fortunes by 
practicing among the wealthy Chi- 
nese. Notwithstanding this, they stay 
with their work and on pitifully low 
Salaries, wear themselves out. The 
Protestants have now in China 166 
hospitals and 241 dispensaries. They 
are treating more than 1,000,000 out- 
patients each year,and this is in ad- 
dition to the 35,000e0dd in the hos- 
pital proper. Every well equipped 
mission station has its dispensary and 
hospital, and the people are brought 
in for miles around. A great deal of 
work is,done by woman doctors, who 
have been educated for 
in the United States. Moreover, med- 
ical colleges for teaching native wom- 
en have lately been opened, and in 
time China will have its own female 
physicians. 

Young Men's Christian 

A new influence which 
come into Asia is our Young Men's 
Christian Association. It is already 
one of the live forces of this part of 
the world, and is doing wonders along 
educational and other lines. It has 
now a firm footho!d in Japan, where 
the Tokio branch has a magnificent 
building with some thouBand members. 
At Seoul: a big modern structure has 
been put up by John Wanamaker, 
and the society is the most popular 
young men’s club of the Korean capi- 
tal, while here at Shanghai the insti- 
tution building has, with its lot, cost 
something like $200,000, and ts as fully 
equipped as the average Y. M. C. A. 
of the United States. 

The Shanghai building is lighted by 
electricity and heated by hot water. 
It has large classrooms, with Ameri- 
can desks, lecture rooms and club 
pariors; it has a modern gymnasium 
and up-to-date bathrooms. When I 
visited the gymnasium today I found 
a score of Chinese young men work- 
ing away under a physical trainer, 
and the yellow-skinned fellows were 
doing almost as well as the boys of 
our colleges. 

The Shanghai institution has a le-- 
ture hall which seats 700; it hasa wel: 
patronized reading room, with Chinese 
and foreign papers and periodicals, 
and also a billiard room, which  at- 
tracts the better class of Chiifese 
young men. The schoolrooms, which, 
when the building was opened, were 
supposed to be targe gnough for the 
next ten years, were taxed to thelr 
utmost capacity before the first year 
was ended, and they are now occupied 
from morning until late at night. 
About 400 students are being pre- 
pared for college at a tuition of $12 
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classes 
Chinese college graduates. There 
ate evening classes for bovs and men. 
Typewriting is tavght and stenograph- 
ic secretaries are made.

This gives 
it an income from that source 
of $25,000 per annum, and the regular

awakening of China is creating a great 
demand for Chinese who ean 
and write English, and the boys know 
that they can get five times as much 
salary if they are so equipped. This 
fact is crowding the day schools of 
the association with pupils who wish 
to learn English, and the night classes 
are full of such men.
